It also details an alleged meet- 
ing between British spies and 
SAZMR employees. The un- 
dated letter says: “Allen Dulles 
[CIA head] agrees and has 
promised full co-operation 


from his people.” According to 
the letters, TNT was to be 
planted in the plane's wheel bay. 
It was expected to explode as 
the wheels retracted on take-off 
but after that failed to happen 
the bomb may have detonated 
as the plane came down. No 
motive for the alleged assassi- 
nation plot is mentioned. 

Archbishop Tutu said that 
while the letters' veracity was 


not established, they were 
being released to maintain the 
TRC’s transparency. 

Theories about Ham- 
marskjold’s death emerged 
days after the crash. Newspa- 
pers said Britain was support- 
ing the rebel leader, Moise 
Tahombe, and opposed UN pol- 
icy on Katanga. In 1992, ex-UN 
officials said mercenaries hired 
by Belgian, US and British min- 


ing companies shot down the 
plane, as they believed their 
businesses would be hurt by 
Hammarsiqold’s peace efforts. 

Last night the fbreign Office 
said: "Intelligence agents of 
the United Kingdom do not go 
around bumping people off At 
this time ... Soviet misinfor- 
mation was quite rampant, so 
(the letters) may have been put 
out by them."

AS IRELAND yesterday buried 
16 of the 28 people who died in 
last Saturday’s bombing in 
Omagh, the Dublin govern- 
ment tightened the screw cm 
dissident republican organisa- 
tions with a package of “dra- 
conian” measures. 

As Stan Fein's president, 
Gerry Adams, and David Trim- 
ble, Ulstor Unionist leader and 
First Minister of the Northern

The plans were drawn up by 
Sir Norman Poster and part- 
ners to allow pedestrians to 
avoid dodgiqg the traffic in 
three of the most famous sites 
in Britain. 

They would allow the partial 
pedestrianisation of the square 
by Westminster Abbey. White- 
hall would be reduced in width 
from four lanes to two, en- 
abling tourists to walk to the 
Cenotaph without dodging cars, 
buses and lorries. 

The main feature would be 
the closure of the road to the 
north of Trafalgar Square, stop- 
ping the square from being 
used as a glorified roundabout.

first time. There would be bus- 
pnority lanes, encouraging peo- 
ple to use buses or taxis when 
they want to travel from West- 
minster to the West End beyond 
Trafalgar Square. 

Mr Prescott wfll go to South- 
wark today to support a scheme 
to limit city centres to “clean” 
vehicles which he launched in 
Chester at a meeting of Euro- 
pean environment ministers 
earlier this year.

Four die as boat sinks in canal lock 


FOUR PEOPLE died yesterday 
when a canal boat carrying 
disabled holiday-makers sank 
in a lock in the TbrioMre Dales. 

Emergency services arrived 
at Stegneck Lock on the Leeds 
Liverpool canal near Skipton in 
North Rxkshire within six min- 
utes of being called, but were 
not in time to save those who

spokesman, said: “We were 
told there were four disabled 
people on this boat and that it 
was sinking. We do not know 
how it happened 
“We immediately dispatched 
crews and when we got there 


was still me person trapped in- 
side. We trfod to resuscitate 
three others on the river bank 
but sadtythose attempts foiled 
Its all very sketchy and its a 
terrible tragedy." 

A North Yorkshire police 
spokesman said three of the 
dead had been on the deck 
and one inside the boat

POLICE ARE set to investigate 
the deaths of 20 patients of a 
general practitioner following a 
complaint about the will of an 
81 -year- old widow 

The body of Kathleen 
Grundy, who died on 24 June, 
was exhumed on 1 August and 
a post-mortem examination 
was carried out after her 
daughter and grandsons raised 
concerns about the contents of 
her wifi. 

Mrs Grundy, the widow of a 
former mayor of Hyde, Greater 
Manchester was said to be de- 
voted to her grandsons but is 
understood not to have left 
them anything. 

Detectives are now exam- 
ining the circumstances of her 
death and have said they may 
also be looking at the deaths of 
19 other patients of her GR Dr 
Harold Shipman, also of Hyde. 
They are waiting for the results 
of forensic tests on the body of 
Mrs Grundy before deciding 
whether to interview the 
doctor. 

A spokesman for Greater 
Manchester Police said there 
was nothing to suggest any- 
thing suspicious in any of the 
deaths. 

“We are investigating the 
circumstances surrounding 
Mrs Grundy's death after some 
concerns were raised by the 
family." he said. 

The body of Mrs Grundy, 
who died unexpectedly, was 
found at her home after she 
foiled to turn up at a luncheon 
dub. 

Mrs Grundy whose husband 
John, a former mayor of Hyde, 
died 30 years ago. was de- 
scribed as a sprightly woman 
who was actively involved in 
working for charities, including 
Age Concern. 

Dr Shipman, who has been 
a doctor for 28 years, refused to 
comment yesterday. A 
spokesman for the Medical De- 
fence Union, which is advising 
him. said: “Due to Dr Shipman's 
duty of confidentiality he can- 
not discuss the treatment of any 
of his patients.” 

Friends of Mrs Grundy ex- 
pressed their shock at her 
death. Geoffrey Ridgway. a 
friend of 34 years, who lives in 
a cottage owned by Mrs 
Grundy said: “She was the last 
person we expected to go. She 
loved her gardening and watch- 
ing sport and she thought the 
world of her family. " 

A neighbour Madeleine Old- 
ham said: “Just before she died 
she heard her grandson had 
passed his law degree and she 
was ever so proud of him. This 
is so sad”

Dictators had a need to alter 
history, and Stalin managed 
not only to have Trotsky cut 
from photographs next to 
Lenin, but to have himself 
placed in some to make him 
look closer to the revolutionary 
leader than he really was. 

Afterlhe Iran-Contra scan- 
dal broke, the White House’s

press office airbrushed Oliver 
North from a photograph taken 
with President Reagan in toe 
Oval Office. 

Tbday such chicanery is no 
longer toe preserve of govern- 
ment propagandists. Wth with 
the advent of sophisticated 
computer software and digi- 
tised photographs, almost any- 
one can alter reality. And they 
can never be detected. 

The most famous recent 
newspaper cases have includ- 
ed toe Guardian removing 
a person from behind Gordon 
Brown's arm on Budget day last 
year and the Daily Mirror 
creating an embrace between 
Dodi Flayed and Diana, 
Princess of Wales, on a yacht 


just before they were killed. 

A computer program caDed 
Adobe Photoshop is mainly re- 
sponsible. At one time only a 
photographer with colour fil- 
ters, or a processor; with dark 
room chemicals, airbrush and 
scissors, could alter an image. 

Now after a fittie training on 
Photoshop, editors can do what 
they like to an image. They can 
do it quicker and better than 
processors with years of train- 
ing were ever able to. 

Photoshop was not originally 
intended for toe newspaper in- 
dustry. it was for artists in ad- 
vertising awl design agencies. By 
turning a photograph into a dig- 
ital image, Photoshop allows 
each component part erf it to be 
played with down to the smallest 
peek Tie advent of powerful per- 
sonal computers allowed Photo- 



shop to be given to every picture' 
editor on a newspaper 
AH toe traditional tricks like 
darkening the ba ckgr ound to 
gjve the subject more empha- 
sis can be done in seconds and 
this is regularly done by news- 
papers. Picture sizes can now 


be extended by simpty sampling 
electronically a patch of sky or 
grass at toe edge of the frame 
and copying it over and over to 
lengthen the picture. So wide- 
spread are these changes that 
they raise few ethical ques- 
tions in the minds of picture ed- 


itors, they do not after all, 
alter the meaning of a picture. 

More borderline is where a 
picture is enhanced in toe 
newsroom to make it fit for pub- 
lication. ff a photographer uses 
a filter to make a sky more dra- 
matic it is considered an ele- 
ment in his craft It becomes 
questionable when a desk- 
based effitoi; who never saw the 
original sunset, has a weak 
picture but uses a computer 
make the sly more orange and 
mate the imag e better 

More dangerous is changing 
toe content so that toe mean- 
ing is changed. Even in pre-dig- 
ital days newspapers would 
commonty move people closer 
together to alter their rela- 
tionships. All it took was some 
scissors and tape. 

Donald 'DreHbrd, framer ed- 


itor of the Observer, said that 
tying with pictures was as bad 
as lying with words if not worse. 
“People believe that the camera 
doesn't lie and it is not enough 
simply to deplore the practice 
in toe industry’s code of ethics. 

“A detailed code of accept- 
able and unacceptable tech- 
niques of picture enhancement 
ought to be drawn up,” Mr 
'frelford said. 

In the photograph above, 
we have removed Tom Sawyer 
general secretary of the Labour 
Parly, in order to create a pic- 
ture that shows just toe most 
powerful men fa the country. We 
were even able to make Gordon 
Brown smile and put a cham- 
pagne bottle in toe picture.' 

Mr Brown's smDe was cho- 
sen from The Independents 
electronic picture library We 


could just have replaced his 
smile - Photoshop will let you 
blur the joins using skin tones 
copied from other parts of an 
image -but we chose to replace 
his whole head because his 
eyes are shut in the original 
Moving Mr Cook was just as 
easy. We cut around him and 
dragged him across so he would 
cover Tom Sawyer. The “back- 
ground" frranwhae Mr Cook had 
been was electronically air- 
brushed with a neutral image. 

Onfy a few years ago, to do 
what we have done would have 
cost thousands of pounds and 
days of computing time. Now; 
with a £U200 PC and Photoshop 
software, anyone can pl^y Stal- 
in, or toe Sun, with their own 
family album.

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Butcher blamed for E.coli deaths 


THE BUTCHER John Barr was 
accused yesterday of “deliber- 
ate deception" and dishonesty 
which led to unnecessary 
deaths by an inquiry into the 21 
Scottish deaths caused by the 
world's worst outbreak of E. coU 
0157 /bod pois oning. 

Sheriff Principal Graham 
Cox, in the report from the 
fetal accident inquiry, ruled 
that had Mr Barr responded 
“fully and honestly" with offi- 
cials investigating the Novem- 
ber 1996 outbreak, then six

Jives might have been saved, be- 
cause the supply of cold meats 
to wholesalers could have been 
prevented. 

But experts warned yester- 
day that another such tragedy 
is inevitable unless standards 
are improved. “The Lanark- 
shire case Jsnot an isolated one 
and is realty the tip of the ice- 
berg,” said Dr Richard North, 
who was an expert witness at 


the inquiry. “There are a great 
many other cases out there 
which go undetected and we 
need to look at the whole sys- 
tem of food hygiene controls in 
this country." 

Paul Santoni, a lawyer rep- 
resenting the /amity of Alex 
Gardiner;®, one of the victims, 
welcomed the apportioning of 
blame in the report He said: 
There appears to have been an 
ethos of “no blame, no respon- 
sibility’ from John Barr and 
North Lanarkshire CoundL In 


ray view North Lanarkshire 
Council reacted negatively 
against all our criticisms made 
during the inquiry. 

“Hopefully now from this 
disaster we may have learning 
and successes in combating 
and controlling ftrtnre episodes, 
otherwise the deaths and sub- 
sequent pain and suffering wiQ 
be doubty wasted." 

All of the dead came from 
Lanarkshire gn/ i central Scot- 
land. They included pensoners 
who had attended the same 


church lunch and residents of 
a nursing home at Banknockin 
central Scotland- The sheriff 
said they cfied after “undignified 
and often very painful illness” 
In a withering attack both on 
Mr Barr and on the practices 

used at his shop, the sheriff said 

that at the 37-day inquiry Mr 
Barr had been untruthful 
“whenever it suited him”. He 
added: “I have no doubt Mr 
John Barr liked a dean shop 
and m**™***™^ a dean shop. 
“What he felled to do was to 


maintain a safe shop and the 
main ingredient of his failure 
was ignorance of the require- 
ments which would produce 
that result" 

He had paid “lip service" to 
wiwi mm npTital health officers 
(EHOs) visiting his shop and 
concealed the fell extent of his 
business, which also supplied 
meat to supermarkets. But the 
EH Os were also criticised for 
felling to spot the hazards in- 
herent in the operation of the 
premises. 


The inquiry ruled that there 
were five key failures which led 
to the outbreak. There was in- 
adequate training of staff at Mr 
Barr's shop in Caledonian 
Road, Wishaw, implicated in 
the outbreak. 

There was also a failure to 
use temperature probes for 
cooking raw meat, a failure to 
draw up cleaning schedules to 
reduce the risk of contamina- 
tion at the premises and a fail- 
ure to separate completely 
within the premises processes 


relating to raw meat and 
cooked meat. 

In particular, ruled the sher- 
iff there was a failure to provide 
separate knives and equipment 
for each of the separate 
processes. The butcher’s shop 
also failed to proride clear 
management structures and 
“adequate supervision" to en- 
force safety measures. 

Yesterday Mr Barr said 
through his representatives 
that he had no immediate com- 
ment to make on the findings.

YOUNGSTERS ARE increas- 
ingly turning to subjects such 
as computing, media studies 
and sport at A-level, at the ex- 
pense of some traditional sub- 
jects, nationwide «nm results 
reveal today. 

The results, which give the 
first detailed information on 
pupils’ choice of subjects, show 
entries for computing were up 
22 per cent, while those for 
media and television studies 
and sport rose by nearly 17 per 
cent. Business studies and gen- 
eral studies entries were up by 
10 per cent 

Conventional academic A- 
levels in disciplines such as his- 
tory French and economics aO 
declined in popularity; at a time 
when the total number of A- 
level entries has increased. 

The number taking English 
A-levels also declined, although 
exam boards put the fell down 
to the effects of a one-year blip 
in English entries last year 
The figures echo the trend in 
university applications, re- 
vealed last week which showed 
a large rise in the popularity of 
job-related degrees such as 
business studies, computing 
and accountancy. 

Science subjects, however, 
held up, with entries for maths, 
physics, chemistry and biology 
all rising in line with the na- 
tional increase in A-level en- 
tries. 

Despite the growth of newer 
disciplines, traditional courses 
still dominate. 

But John Sutton, general 
secretary of the Secondary 
Heads Association, warned: 
“The decrease in the number 
taking most foreign languages 
is a cause for concern, partic- 
ularly because of the long-term 
implications for recruiting 
teachers of those subjects, who 
are already in short supply. 
The significant decline in the 
numbers taking history will l 
also concern those who value j 
the discipline and methodology | 
of historical study." 

English remained the most 
popular A-level, with 94,000 en- 
tries, followed by general stud- 
ies. Mathematics was third 
most popular with 70,000 en- 
tries. Chemistry, biology geog- 
raphy, history and physics are 
still in the top 10. although 
business studies has crept into 
eighth place. 

Home economics was the 
least popular of the main- 
stream exams with only 2,418 
entries, a slight fell 

Dr Ron McLone, convenor of 
the Joint Fbrum for the GCSE i 
and GCE, which represents A- i 
level exam boards, said: “The i 
main subjects remain popular *] 
because there is great strength 1 
in these subjects in schools l 
and colleges. s 

“Other subjects where we i 
see large rises in entries reflect t 
social changes. It isn't surpris- 3 
ing that there is a rise in com- 
puting or that there is great t 
stress on business studies." o

THE LEADERS of a prestigious 
animation course setup tty the 
makers of Wallace and Gromit 
yestercfey condemned the stan- 
dards in art schools. 

They said that graduates of 
specialised animation courses 
lacked the skills even to start 
training let alone to go into 
industry. 

Lecturers running the pres- 
tigious six-month post-graduate 
course at the University of the 
west of England, in Bristol 
say standards are so low they 
cannot even fill the handful of 
vacancies on offer 

Of the 80 British applicants 
for this year's course onty five 
were up to scratch, even though 
three-quarters bad already 
completed specialised anima- 
tion degrees. The university 
has extended the applications 
deadline in the hope that more 
applicants come forward. 

Susannah Shaw, the course 
leader said: “Wfe have great dif- 
ficulty in finding candidates of 
a good enough quality to get into

our training courses. It's not 
their fault; they have gone into 
courses hoping to be trained up 
in animation and they are not 
getting the training" 

She said the growing British 
animation industry feced losing 
work overseas because of the 
shortage of skilled staff. 

The course, the first of its 
kind, was set up two years ago 
by the university and Aartf- 
man Animations, the Bristol 
studio where double Oscar- 
winner Nick Park produced 
the hugely successful Wallace 
and Gromit trilogy. 

Aardman and other leading 
animation studios wanted a 
course to train animators for the 
painstaking task of creating 
the thousands of movements 
which make up animated films. 
But course leaders say that 
while degrees cover ideas, 
scripts and storyboards, they ig- 
nore the practical training cen- 
tral to the animator's craft 
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Mark Taylor, a director of 
Bristol-based studio A for Ani- 
mation, which is also a partner 
in the course, said: “This is 
damaging us because we can’t 
find the people we want to fit 
into the studio.” 

Mr Taylor, whose studio has 
produced programmes and ad- 
vertisements for ITV and for 
satellite television, added: “Too 
many courses do not have the 
people in place and do not 
teach the necessary skills." 

Stuart Bartholomew, princi- 
pal of Bournemouth and Poole 
College of Art and Design, which 
has been running animation 
courses for 15 years, said the 
complaints were ‘“halfrighr. but 
insisted that courses gave a 
solid grounding in basic skills. 

He said: “We spend a lot of 
time to get the students to 
achieve a high level of visuali- 
sation. Ifou need expertise in fig- 
ure drawing and the way a 
figure moves.

McKevitt 

family in 
hiding 
deny role 
in bomb 


THE REPUBLICAN McKevitt 
family of Dundalk, who have 
been linked by newspapers in 
Britain and Ireland with the 
Real IRA and the Omagh hnmh 
attack; have moved out of then- 
home for fear of reprisals. 

Michael McKevitt, who has 
been repeatedly accused of 
being the former IRA quarter- 
master-general who founded 
and led the Real IRA, has de- 
nied any connection with the 
Omagh bombing. His partner; 
Bernadette Sands-McKevitt, is 
said to be terrified that she and 
ho* children might be attached. 

Ms Sands-McKevitt yester- 
day appeared on a popular 
Irish radio phone-in pro- 
gramme to assure listeners; “I 
don’t agree with violence such 
as we have witnessed. I would 
prefer we see this done by 
peaceful means” 

The comments from the cou- 
ple coincide with two state- 
ments from the Real IRA. The 
first of these indicated that its 
campaign would continue while 
the second announced that “all 
military operations have been 
suspended". Taken in conjunc- 
tion, all of this suggests disar- 
ray in the ranks, though there 
are real hopes In security cir- 
cles that the second an- 
nouncement may signal a 
genuine ceasefire. 

A Dundalk priest, Father 
Desmond Campbell, revealed 
that Ms Sands-McKevitt had 
telephoned him on Sunday 
after he said during mass that 
it was disturbing to know that 
the chief su^ect for the Omagh 
attack lived in his parish. 

He said that Ms Sands- 
McKevitt, sister of the IRA 
hunger-strike martyr Bobby 
Sands, wept uncontrollably dxxr- 
mg the conversation, adding: 
“She was crying so much she 
could hanfly speak. She told me 
she was afraid for herself and 
her children. She said she was 
frightened because there was 
a march planned and she was 
afraid that somebody would 
hurt her children. 

“It was a despairing thing 
when they rang me. She broke 
down and cried and said, l We 
are terribly upset about what is

taking place. It is ray children. 
I am frightened out of my life 
that they will do something 
to my three children. They 
are supposed to be converging 
here on the home and I am 
worried sick*." 

Ft Campbell added that Mr 
McKevitt then took the phone 
and told him he had “no hand, 
act or part" in the Omagh 
bombing. He said Mr McKeritt 
told him: “The first 1 knew 
about it was when 1 was lis- 
tening to the news on Saturday 
evening, and it came on. That 
was the first I knew about this 
bomb that went off in Omagh, 
and I had nothing whatsoever 
to do with it" 

A more composed Ms 
Sands-McKevitt said on RTE 
naifo yesterday that she did not 
know why she and her husband 
had been singled out by the 
media. Of the bombing she 
said: “It is condemned. We will 
not condone it The loss of in- 
nocent lives cannot be justified 
I dotft agree with violence such 
as we have witnessed I would 
prefer we see this done by 
peaceful means, because that 
is the only way forward" 

Ms Sands-McKevitt a lead- 
ing member of the 32 County 
Sovereignty Committee, added: 
“As a committee, that is what 
we are trying to da What I am 
saying is that there are always 
people who have been engaged 
in violence. 

“If we don't address the 
problem how are we going to 
solve it The Good Friday 
agreement fell short of ad- 
dressing the problem-” 

She added that she was sure 
the people behind the bombing 
would be brought to justice. 

Residents of Dundalk are to 
stage a rally on Saturday m 
an effort to dissociate the town 
from violence. One of the or- 
ganisers, solicitor John Woods, 
said: “This is a town that has 
suffered greatly. We will not 
have it that people will portray 
the image of Dundalk as a 
politically violent town - the 
El Paso image"

Three little boys buried by thousands 


BUNCRANA IS a beautiftil sea- 
side town on the Donegal coast- 
line, a town not readily 
associated with images of dev- 
astation, words of indescrihable 
grief 

But yesterday it was witness 
to “a land, of dark shadow and 
of appalling pain". as the parish 
priest, Ft Shane Bradley stnig-' 
gled to find ‘words to describe 
the terrible occasion, the fu- 
neral of three young boys: “It is 
an eerie, eerie place, lonely 
desolate and frill of inconsolable 
torment," he said “It is a place 
no one, no one absolutely no- 
one should ever have to visit" 

Thousands of people, far 
more than the 4,000 who live in 
Buncrana, turned out to say 
their final farewells to Sean 
McLaughlin, 12, James Barker 
12, and Oran Doherty, who was 
just eight Among those who 
congregated at St Mary’s 
Church were David Trimble,

the Ulster Unionist leader and 
First Minister of the Ulster As- 
sembly and the Sinn Fein lead- 
ers Gory Adams and Martin 
McGuinnesa. 

Also there was the Deputy 
Krst Minister Seamus Mallon 
and the Irish President Mazy 
McAleese who, two months 
ago, received a “poem of 
peace” written by Sean and his 
classmates. Yesterday one of 
them read the poem out during 
the Mass. Called “The Bridge”, 
it read: 

Orange and green - it doesn't

Scatter the seeds of peace over 
out land 
So we can trowel 
Hand in hand across the 
bridge of Hope 


There was also a group from 
Celtic Football Club, including 
their Danish international play- 
er Marc Riepen and two other 
players. little Oram had been 
a fervent Celtic fan, he was 
buried ina Celtic jersey andhis 
coffin was draped with a Celtic 
flag 

Children walked hand in 
hand with their mothers and fa- 
thers, they carried flowers and 
they cried. 

Friends and fellow pupils of 
the boys lined the long drive 
into the church. Uncomplain- 
ingly they waited for two hours 
in the rain and cold wind wait- 
ingfar fee funeral cortege to ar- 
rive. When it did, and the three 
small coffins were carried out, 
there were more tears. 

Ft Bradley, in his address, 
reminded those present that 
along with the three boys, Bnn- 
crana bad also lost two Span- 
ish visitors, Fernando Blasco, 


12, and Rocfa Abaci, 23. TWO 
others remain in hospital. 

The mourners were told that 
death “was no respecter of 
age". But no one tried to hide 
that these lives had been taken 
by the deliberate actions of 
men. 

Fr Bradley said: “We got 
here against our will as a result 
of a terrifying evil act, as peo- 
ple who seem to have such a 
, distorted grip on reality that 
they thought that their cause 
could be furthered by the plant- 
ing of this bomb. 

“Their action has not only 
wounded over 200 people and 
caused emotional havoc for 
them and thousands of others, 
but has also brought our Span- 
ish visitors and ourselves to this 
brutal place. I can only pray that 
thqy see what they have done 
and repent" 

The Bishop of Derry and 
Raphoa, the Most Rev Seamus 


Heggarty, also matte It plain 
who the community holds re- 
sponsible for the atrocity. 

He said of the bombers: “I 
want them to hear this caH I 
ask them to repeat, to resolve 
finally to give up their immoral 
trade in destruction and death, 
not temporarily or comfitional- 
ly but permanently and seek 
forgiveness for what they have 
done.” 

The Bishop ended fay wel- 
coming Mr Trimble and Mr 
Mallon a nd telling them how 
the people were depending on 
them to build on the Good Fri- 
day peace agreement 

He said: “We are retying on 
you and on your colleagues in 
the Assembly to continue to 
build on the gains which have 
been made. It’s the only alter- 
native, there is no other. We 
wish you well and a fair wind in 
all your endeavours." 

Those inside the church and 


thousands outside greeted this 
with prolonged applause. 

After the hymns and prayers 
in English, Gaelic and Spanish 
the three small bodies were car- 
ried to their graves by their 
weeping relations. 

As the coffins were taken 
from the church, James’s 
mother reached out sobbing to 
touch her son’s coffin. She was 
comforted by her husband, Vic- 
tor; and daughter EsteDa, 14- 

The family moved to Done- 
gal from Surrey in March be- 
cause they wanted a better 
quality of life. The burials took 
place in graves side by side 
filled with lilies, hydrangeas, 
and daisies with the sun break- 
ing through the mist of the li- 
lies Hills over the town. “It's 
such a lovely spot, they will be 
at peace here." said an elderly 
lady and wiped her eyes.

THERE WAS no need for pall- 
bearers, no need for burly men 
to shoulder the weight of the 
coffin.

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A SECTION of the Millennium 
Dome dedicated to religion 
might have to he scrapped if a 
sponsor is not found, the or- 
ganisers said yesterday. An al- 
ternative plan being considered 
is to use part of the project’s 
contingency fund to finance a 
drastically scaled-down plan 
for the spiritual zone. 

The funding crisis is putting 
under threat the plan for the 
spiritual section of the Dome, 
which was agreed by the 25- 
member Lambeth Group of re- 
ligious advisers to the 
Millennium project It includes 
a pyramid-like spiritual place 
for contemplation and a "pil- 
grim's progress” walkway; il- 
lustrating the history of 
religions in Western civilisation. 

I jam Kane, managing di- 
rector of the New Millennium 
Experience Company, admitted 
yesterday that it was proving 
more difficult to find a sponsor 
for the spiritual zone than for 
any of the other 13 in the Dome. 
Each zone sponsor is asked for 
£l2m.

of tranquillity in the midst of 
what will be a fairly exciting 
day," he said. 

“Wb haven’t given up hope of 
delivering it but it’s a difficult 
one.

Reporting on the more com- 
merdaJ progress of the Dome 
project, Mr Kane confirmed it 
would create 5, 000 jobs and up 
to 40.000 people were expected 
to apply for them. To ensure 
they have enough skilled work- 
ers, the company is to guaran- 
tee an interview to anyone who 
participates in a pre-employ- 
ment training scheme to-aiding 
to twHwirai and trade qualifi- 
cations. Mr Kane said more 
than £i00m sponsorship was 
now pledged, although the 
names of the new donors were 
not revealed The five principal 
sponsors so far are BT, Tesco, 
Marks & Spencei; BSkyB and 
Manpower.

Searching for truffles - taste variations are probably dne to environment rather than inherited traits, scientists have discovered Denis Cameron 


Black outlook 


BRITAIN'S BIGGEST ELECTRICAL STORES 


for the truffle 
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THE BLACK truffle - one of the 
world’s most revered culinary 
delicacies - is more vulnerable 
to extinction than scientists 
realised because it has almost 
zero genetic variation to protect 

it against disease. 

French scientists have dis- 
covered that the fungus is high- 
ly inbred and probably derives 
from less than 100 ancestors 
which survived the last Ice 
Age about 1 0.000 years ago. 

The lack of genetic variation 
means that the differences in 
taste and aroma of black truf- 
fles, which are found in France, 
Spain and Italy are probably 
due to the various habitats in 
which they grow rather than in- 
herited traits. 

Dr Michel Raymond, a ge- 
neticist at the University of 
Montpellier said the biack truf- 
fle has declined significantly 
this century because of die de- 
struction of the woodlands, 
where it grows underground in 
a complicated lifecycle. 

At the turn of the century

about 1,00(1 tons of black truf- 
fle® were collected each year in 
France This has now fallen to 
fewer than 30 tons a year. Dr 
Raymond says in the current 
issue of the journal JVafnir. 

The last population bottle- 
neck occurred after the last Ice 
Age, which had nearly forced 
the black truffle into extinction. 
The dedine accounts for why 
present-day truffles are so ge- 
netically uniform. Dr Raymond 
said. "If there is an attack of dis- 
ease in truffles this could make 
them theoretically more vul- 
nerable." he said. 

Scientists could discover why 
some truffles are tastier than 
others by looking at cBfferences 
in the soil and general environ- 
ment where they grow, he said. 
“Research is needed to identify 
the environmental variables tiiat 
affect the black truffle’s per- 
fume and taste, which are the ob- 
jects of intense human interest”

In the 
film he lives and she goes hap- 
pily back to her husband. 

Is the dramatic denouement 
of the book discarded just so 
the last shot can be one of Bed- 
ford gazing moodily over the 
landscape? As we are dealing 
here with a man who believes 


he can play a romantic lead at 
the age of 60 and that no one 
will blink (but we do! > it has to 
be a possibility. 

But there are compensa- 
tions. Scott Thomas gives an 
Oscar- worthy performance as 
a woman gradually discovering 
reservoirs of emotion. She can 
convey pain and desire without 
need for words. 

And one particular scene 
might yet find a mention in 
movie history. Bedford has 
been criticised for cutting out 
the sexual relationship in the 
book and instead expressing 
the couple’s passion in a long, 
lingering encounter at a barn 
dance. But it works. 

He and Scott Thomas dance 
at first apart, then more close- 
ly, holding each other's hand, 
clasping each other’s backs in 
a way that will not alarm the as- 
sembled friends yet gives in- 
tense expression to repressed 
desire. The film could start a 
new fashion for hoedowns.

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FBI searches 
hotel in hunt 
for bombers 
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American AND Kenyan de- 
tectives hunting the Nairobi 
embassy bombers have raided 
a hotel in the city and the man- 
ager was reported to have been 
arrested. 

The US Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and Kenya's 
Criminal Investigations De- 
partment confirmed yesterday 
that they had raided the hotel 
on Tuesday. "The FBI and CZD 
confirm that searches were 
conducted at Hilltop Hotel in 
Nairobi on Tuesday August 18,” 
the two organisations said in a 
joint statement 

“The investigation is pro- 
ceeding in a logical manner; and 
no further comment will be 
made at this time." 

The statement confirmed a 
report in the Dq% Nation and 
comments by hotel staff that 
FBI and CIO agents had 
searched the Hilltop. The news- 
paper citing unnamed sources, 
said two hotel rooms were used 
to assemble the bomb, which 
killed 247 people and wounded 
more than 5.000 others. The 
statement made no mention of 
reports that the hotel’s man- 
ager had been arrested. 

A member of the hotel staff 
said FBI agents bad come to

the hotel on Tuesday and 
arrested its manager; The 
Daily Nation also said the 
manager bad been arrested 

The newspaper said 15 FBI 
agents and sis, CID detectives 
had sealed off the hotel and 
spent two -and -a -half hours 
searching all the rooms. It pub- 
lished a photograph of an agent 
carrying a box, which it said 
was believed to contain “vital 
evidence”. 

“Two rooms were inspected 
for forensic evidence but it ap- 
peared that the bombers had 
swept dean any particles of the 
material used to make the 
bomb ” the paper quoted a 
source as spying. 

One member of staff said 
employees were locked out 
during the search. “They 
brought out several boxes and 
after we started work they 
camp, back to pick up another 
cardboard boot which they left 
behind, "he said 

The co-manager of the hotel, 
Khalid Saleh, said it was not 
possible that the bomb could 
have been constructed in a 
room, as cleaners entered oc- 
cupied rooms every day. "That 


[making the bomb] is some- 
thing which is not really possi- 
ble,” he said. They must have 
assembled in someplace else. 
We’d have noticed.” 

The Daffy Nation said that 
Mohammed Saddiq Odeh, de- 
ported to Kenya from Pakistan 
in connection with the bombing 
on 7 August, had confessed to 

rflftgtwrminriing the attack. 

The paper said Odeh, a 
Palestinian, had booked into the 
hotel on 4 August, to join three 
accomplices who had checked 
in the day before. ■ 

It said that on the day of the 
attack they completed the 
bomb in an enclosed pick-up 
truck, which they then drove 
across the city to the embassy. 

The Washington Post re- 
ported yesterday that Odeh 
hpd given details to Pakistani 
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network aimed at US Interests 
abroad and orchestrated by 
the wealthy Saudi dissident 
Osama bin Laden. 

The New York Times quoted

As President Bill Clinton 
confronts his damaged presi- 
dency, the world will wonder 
what it can expect ofa man who 
is clearly badly weakened, 
whose party is the minority in 
both Houses of Congress and 
who cannot run again for pres- 
ident Traditionally, presidents 
quickly discover that though 
their domestic policymaking is 
strictly limited by the constitu- 
tion, they have more latitude in 
foreignpoJky. As they approach 


the end of their term in office, 
that becomes even more press- 
ing and they start to consider 
their “place in history”. But at 
times like these, even that lat- 
itude becomes limited - and 
sometimes in damaging and 
dangerous ways. 

Hie pillars at the President's 
power in foreign policy are 
threefold: political, diplomatic 
and military. Politically, the 
President was already weak 
and is now more so. He cannot 
realistically expect to get many 
of bis top priorities through 
Congress. 


Diplomatically, America re- 
mains America. It continues to 
wield enormous power in every 
key arena of derision - makin g. 
But at tiie margins, it will be 
that much more difficult to get 
allies to play along when the 
President is so obviously weak- 
ened; and enemies will be that 
much more willing to confront 
the US. 

It is probahty no coincidence 
that both Slobodan Milosevic of 
Serbia and Iraq's Saddam Hus- 
sein are thumbing their noses 
at the US. Nor will the White 
House have much hope of de- 


ploying pressure on Israel to But militarily, the White 
end the stalemate in the Mid- .

peace. Why should Benjamin 
Netanyahu listen to BID Clinton 
now? 

The most important point is 
that America’s promises have 
much less weight when the 
White House is weakened. It 
cannot, in many cases, deliver 
Aid packages, treaties and 
trade deals all go through Con- 
gress. Allies and opponents 
alike will prefer to wait out the 
next two years rather than 
strike major deals now. 


a difficult relationship with the 
militaiy because of his dedskm 
not to fight durmg the Vietnam 
War; the military bureaucracy 
will continue to function debate 
the lack of legislative co- 
ordination. 

The President in short can 
promise littie in his remaining 
two years; but he can threaten.

leaders. Thabo Mbeki, South 
Africa’s president-in-waiting, 
is an unofficial spokesman for 
the latter group. 

In the past month, Mr Mbeki 
has had reason to blush at his 
prophecy of a political and so- 
cial renaissance in Africa. In the 
past two weeks he has railed 
against political corruption and 
dictatorial leaders who steal 
from their people to line their 
own pockets. Mr Mugabe and 
a few other presidents appear 
to have taken this personally. 

South Africa’s relations with 
Mr Kabila's government have 
never been warm. Last yean 
when South Africa tried to bro- 
ker a political settlement be- 
tween Mr Kalsla- then himself 
the frontman for a Rwandan- 
backed rebellion - and Mobu- 
tu Sese Seim, former president 
of Zaire, as Congo was known 
formerly, Mr Kabila failed to 
show iq> for a meeting on board 
a South African naval ship. 

While Mr Mandela endured 
a humiliating day-long wait. 
South African government in- 
siders made dear that Mr Man- 
dela thought Mr Kabila “an 
arrogant son of a bitch”.

alliances are switching at 
breakneck speed, based on 
shifting self interest Morally 
the situation is a mire. All al- 
liances are unholy. Sworn ene- 
mies at the time of Mobutu’s 
dethroning have become the 
most convenient of friends. 

Senior members of the 
Mobutu re gi me, who grew fat 
and rich during his 30-year 
corrupt rule, have been sight- 
ed in Rwanda. Just over a year 
after Rwanda chased them 
from power; the Mobutuists 
are suspected of bankroffingthe 
rebel army. 


In another twist, the rebel- 
lion in Congo has breathed 
new life into a spent political 
force- Jonas Savimbi, leader of 
Angola’s rebel Unita forces, 
was written off after Mobutu’s 
departure cut off the supply 
routes for Unita arms. It is re- 
ported that Unita soldiers are 
now allies of the Rwandan 
rebels - a development that 
could hasten an almost certain 
return to war in Angola. Yes- 
terday, Angola said it was part 
of a “collective decision” to 
send Mr Kabila military help. 

Without outside interven- 
tion Mr KaMa may be banished

BRADCHIT, SOUTHERN LEBANON 


A FEW days ago, a village 
delegation turned up to see 
Captain Sean Whelan, com- 
manding the Irish United Na- 
tions troops on the edge of 
Bra dchiL Would the Irish be 
kind enough to demolish the 
minaret of the local mosque, 
they wanted to know? The Is- 
raeli tank up on the hill behind 
the vflfage haf put 10 shells into 
the minaret in as many years 
and it was now in danger of 
crashing onto worshippers. 

But Captain Whelan is as 
canny a man as ever patrolled 
a Shia Muslim village and 
shrewdly realised - once an 
Irish engineer had shinned 
up the building and pro- 
nounced it too dangerous to 
dismantle - that the UN mi gh t 
be charged for damage caused 
by the minaret's removal. Be- 
sides. the Irish had no wish for 
the word to go round that they 
were in the business of de- 
molishing mosques - hitherto 
a Serb prerogative. 

Since the Israelis had fired 
so many shells into Bradchifs 
minaret, they could probably 
have been asked to complete 
the job. Cracked and blasted, 
it stands eviscerated, steel 
tendons and wires dangling 
over the little village square, in 
full view of the Israeli Merka- 
va tank which has tried so hard 
to destroy it Abdul Hussein 
Shihab has good reason to 
know the tank's location. Not 
on^y did the Israeli gunners on 
the hilltop artillery compound 
above him kill his next-door 
neighbour, 80-year-old 
Zamzam Earhat In 1996. but 
the land on which the tank is 
now positioned happens to be- 
long to Mr Shihab himself 
“I have six parcels of land 
and only one is outside the Is- 
raeli occupied area," he says, 
a 67-year old tobacco farmer 
with no more tobacco to farm. 
“When I went to visit one of my 
bits of land between the village 
and die tank last month, they 
fired at me. Imagine, a farmer 
shot at for walking on his own 
land! But it is my land. I can’t 
leave it because I was born 
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here, like all my grandfathers, 
and stayed through all the 
war Property is a birthright." 

A very damaged birthright 
one might have added. Half the 
houses in Bradchit look as if a 
monster has nibbled away at 
their walls. Mr S hfhah 's daugh- 
ter Khadija shows me a shell- 
hole converted into a window. 

Bradchifs fate is to be on 
the very edge of Israel’s oc- 
cupation zone in southern 
Lebanon. Its villagers indude 
some of Lebanon’s mast effi- 
cient guerrillas - two of the 
three mayors elected this year 
are Hfobniiah officials - who 
have twice stormed their way 
up the hill above Mr Shlhab’s 
home and captured the Is- 
rael compound (once filming 
the operation as the Israelis 
ran away). Israeli retaliation 
has been ferocious. At least 60 
men and women have been 
killed around Bradchit one of 
them an Irish UN soldier who 
died in the room above Mr Shi- 
hah's house in 1980, torn to 
pieces by an Israeli fleshette 
round as he slept in his bunk. 

Bradchit is a scruffy vil- 
lage of fly-blown wall posters 
imostof them Hizbollah) and 
lines of tobacco leaves hung 
out to brown in the unforgiv- 
ing sun. Perhaps 100 of its 1,600 
inhabitants are Catholics, the 
remainder Shias. They attend 
each other's funerals and wed- 
dings and feast days but do not 
intermarry “I had an aunt 
who married a Muslim," An- 
gele Bassflah tells me as she 
pushes bright green tobacco 
leaves onto a steel rod to dry,

“It was a love match." And 
were their children Muslim or 
Christian, I ask cruelly. "Com- 
munist,” she replies, and 
bursts into laughter 

Mr Shihab and his family 

say Bradchit got its name from 
a local prophet, Nabi Chit, 
who came down from the 
Bekaa to graze his sheep here 
in the Middle Ages. Angele 
Bassflah and her family - who 
claim their Italian ancestor 
arrived here from Jerusalem 
before the Crusades - say the 
village was founded by the 
third son of Adam who also, 
yes, came to graze his sheep 
here. Angele and her three sis- 
ters are in mourning far their 
enusin whohasjust died of can- 
cer at the age of 35; aD the Mus- 
lims have come to her home to 
pay their condolences. 

They share life and death in

graveyard lists those who were 
killed in the war as “martyrs” 
- Hizbollah dead carry a yel- 
low flag on the grave - while 
the Bassflahs have lost another 
cousin to the war. “Our home 

is something special to us, "An- 
gle's father Nasrallah, soys. 
Bespectacled and unshaven, 
he grows corn and keeps a few 
cows. Of the sisters, onty An- 
gela works; she is a French 
teacher in the local school. 

Just up file road. I meet fee 
two Hizbollah mayors, Ali She- 
hab and Ah Abdul Nabi, tall, 
neatly bearded men in their 
thirties. The government has 
forgotten Bradchit, th$y daim. 
It was the Hizbollah who built 
the clini c in which we are sit- 
ting and installed an electrical 
grid in several of the streets 
and repaired many of the hous- 
es Cafta; it should be added, fee 


Israelis were provoked into 
their revenge attacks by 
Hizbollah assaults on the tank 
compound). “It is a special vil- 
lage," Ali Shehab adds. “It is so 
beautiful in spring with its 
olive trees and springs." 

But every village has its se- 
crets. Three of its young men 
joined Israel’s proxy South 
Lebanon Army militia, the 
very gunmen who sometimes 
Are into Bradchit with the Is- 
raelis. “One of them was called 
Hussein Abdul Nabi and he 
was a big criminal" Ali Shahah 
says. “The second was called 
Ahmed Salami We killed both 
of them There is a third. I used 
to play in the streets of this vil- 
lage with him as a bey. Now he 
lives in Bint Jbafl with his 
wife, in the occupied zone. 
Soon he, too, is going to be 
kffled."

South Korea 
car strikers 

amass arms 
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WORKERS AND management 
at Hyundai Motors were en- 
gaged in a final effort last night 
to aval a violent confrontation 
at South Korea's biggest car 
factory after strikers and police 
amassed arsenals of weapons. 

Negotiators from the ruling 
party spent all day talking to 
leaders of the Hyundai union, 
which seized control of the 
plant last month after the com- 
pany announced 1,600 compul- 
sory redundancies. Since the 
beginning of the week the fac- 
tary, in the south-eastern city of 
Ulsan. has resembled a town 
under siege, with 5,000 strikers 
camping in its grounds and 
twice as many riot police 
massed outside. 

The government and the 
company insist the strike is il- 
legal, and warrants have been 
issued for the arrest of 63 union 
Leaders.

“It may 
look like an uneven fight but 
even a worm will turn when it 
is trodden upon. I am prepared 
to fight until my last breath." 

South Korean papers say 
15,000 police are on stand-by to 
raid the plant ranging from ner- 
vous conscripts to the notorious 
“white-skull force", elite riot po- 
lice who bear the skull and 
crossbones on their helmets. 

The police have been dis- 
playing their own hardware - a 
giant bulldozer and an ar- 
moured car supporting a tear- 
gas cannon. 

Both sides engaged in psy- 
chological warfare yesterday, 
the strikers vowing at noisy ral- 
lies to remain defiant, and the

RETAIL SALES growth is con- 
tinuing to slow despite a bounce 
back in July after a poor month 
in June.

have brought the matter back 
to the clubs before announcing 
his decision shows a lade of 
respect’' said the chairman of 
Super League, Chris Caisley. 

The Federation replaces the 
Super League International 
Board, which was headed by 
Lindsay, and marks the return 
of the w orldwide government of 
the game to the national gov- 
erning bodies. 

The Federation is expected 
today to ratify the British pro- 
posal fora tour to Australia and 
New Zealand next year; fol- 
lowed by a World Cup here in 
2000 and possibly one in Aus- 
tralasia two years latex 

It is also expected to make 
progress on reunifying the 
rules of the game and on stan- 
dardising drug testing. A new 
agreement will mean that all 
countries follow International 
Olympic Committee guidelines.

De Merode 
under fire 
from the 
Spanish 


THE SPANISH Olympic Com- 
mittee, the COE, yesterday 
called for the resignation of 
Prince Alexandre de Merode 
over bis reported comments 
that Spanish doctors had been 
lax in their approach to doping. 

De Merode, the president of 
the International Olympic 
Committee's medical commis- 
sion, was reported in a French 
newspaper on Monday as say- 
ing that “in Spain, there has for 
a long time existed a tendency 
towards doping”. 

Those comments produced 
an indignant response from 
Spanish officials and on 
Wednesday a COE statement 
said that the organisation were 
“astonished” by the accusa- 
tions and called for de Merode 
to issue a retraction or hand in 
his resignation. 

The statement read: “The 
COE have received with as- 
tonishment these comments 
of Prince Alexandre de Merode, 
which appear to us to be inap- 
propriate from the president of 
the medical commission of toe 
IOC and for which be has not 
brought a shred of evidence. 

"If a correction is not pro- 
duced by de Merode, the COE 
will request his resignation 

from the post of president of the 

medical commission.” 

The COE also issued a robust 
defence of their record in the 
fight against drugs, pointing 
out that Spanish athletes had 
not provided a single positive 
test at the last two Olympics. 

“Spain is one of toe countries 
that cany out the most anti- 
doping controls, in official com- 
petition as well as in training.” 
the statement added. 

“Relations between the IOC 
and the COE have always been 
excellent and we have never re- 
ceived an expression of worry 
from the IOC over the doping 
situation in Spain.” 

The German cycling team 
Tfelekom announced yesterday 
it was taking steps to make sure 
none of its riders are using per- 
formance-enhancing drugs. 

In the wake of the Tour de 
France, Ttelekom announced it 
will be spending £300,000 on in- 
ternal drugs tests of its riders. 
“All the Telekom professional 
cyclists, including the jtpuors, 
trill undergo at least five drug 
tests annually, performed by in- 
dependent testers," said toe

increases 

the pressure

DOUG WALKER steps out today 
into what he quaintly refers to 
as the amateur scene. The pro- 
fessional scene, according to 
the 25-year-old Scot with an out- 
standing chance of winning the 
200 metres at these European 
Championships, fat has place on 
grass rather than track. And 
usually somewhere in the Scot- 
tish border, country. 

Before he established him- 
self as Europe's leading 200m 
runneq Walker had established 
himself as a prolific winner of 
handicap sprints - many of 
them raced on grass tracks with 
the additional hazards of this- 
tles and cowpats. In 1994, he 
won six British professional ti- 
tles. The traditional New Year 
sprint, at Meadowbanfc Stadi- 
um, yielded him £4,000. His 
richest prize on grass was the 
princely sum of £350. 

This season, however as an 
unbeaten run of nine 200 metres 
- including the European Cup 
title - has established him at a 
new level of achievement, he 
has been forced to acknowledge 
that his success has a price. 

His plans to compete on 
grass at the Langholm meeting 
soon after the Bupa Games at 
Gateshead, where he beat the 
best of Britain's 400m runners 
over 300m, had to be cancelled. 

“I couldn't take the risk, "he 
said, with just a tinge of regret, 
yesterday He has had to come 
to terms with other adjust- 
ments in his lifestyle too. 

Media interest in this stocky 
former rugby player - he 
played winger for the Scottish 
schools team which included 
current internationals Gregor 
Townsend and Craig Joiner 
and appeared briefly for Heri- 


ot's FP - has increased dra- 
matically this year. 

The pugnacious way in which 
he performed in St Petersburg 
to earn his European Cup suc- 
cess, and subsequently at 
Gateshead, where be pulverised 
a field, which included I wan 
Thomas and Marie Richardson, 
has established him as a Scot- 
tish Prospect. Although that, as 
runners such as Tbm McKean 
have discovered in previous 
years, is something of a mixed 
blessing. The pressure of ex- 
pectation can be intense. 

"But if you are a full time ath- 
lete, you can hardly complain," 
he said with a grin. “Ybu do bug- 
ger afi for five to six hours of the 
day. But there has been a lot of 
talk about these championships 
in the last two weeks. Probably 
too much talk." Now Walker is 
ready to substitute action for 
words, although his immediate 
preparations this week have 
been slightly vexed. A blocked 
road, following an accident, pre- 
vented him getting his sched- 
uled flight out here by a day 
And he has arrived with what 
he describes as ‘stiffness’ in his 
knee, which he is protecting for 
file moment with strapping. 

However; Walker has been 
assured by Britain’s medical 
staff that he will be able to run 
without pain. His obvious rivals 
include the D utchman, Patrick 
Van Baikum, who ran 20.37sec 
three werirs before Walter pro- 
duced his own season's best of 
20S5sec in winning the AAA tri- 
als at Birmingham. 

There is also a Dutch con- 
nection with another potential 
threat Tiqy Douglas, the former 
Bermudan athlete who has 
switched nationality after get- 
ting married in Holland. Douglas 
has a best of 20 JO, although he 
has only run 20.6 so for thisyeac 


Walkerwill also be expecting 
a serious challenge from his 
own team mates, Doug Turner 
and Julian Golding. 

The 23-year-old has had 
what he describes as a "roller 
coaster" season, performing 
very well in the indoor season 
before waking disappointing 
showing in the European indoor 
championships. His outdoor 
form has improved gradually, 
but a good performance in 
Sheffield on 8 August has sent 
him into these championships 
in good heart. And, as he 
showed last season in anchor- 
ing the British sprint relay 
team to a bronze in the world 
championships, he is a cham- 
pionship performer. 

Golding, who has a person- 
al best of 2058sec from last year; 
believes that all three Britons 
can reach the final, after which 
the medals will be up for grabs. 

"It's a psychological war 
game out there," he said. "As- 
suming you are in reasonable 
shape, this sport is 80 per cent 
mental, 20 percent physical. As 
long as you are in shape here, 
and confident, 4 you can 
achieve." And if your oppo- 
nents fear you, Golding added, 
it is even better. He recalled 
that, soon after he had arrived, 
an opponent had come up to 
him and asked if Walker was 
still running, and he had con- 
firmed that he was. 

"The others are scared of 
Doug, which is a big advan- 
tage." Golding said "I am not 
stared of him. I respect him." 

Whether feared or respected, 
Walter has tee opportunity this 
week to establish himself along- 
side the likes of Alan Paterson, 
David Jenkins, Tom McKean 
and Yvonne Murray ™ a sparse 
list of previous Scottish cham- 
pions at these Championships. 


Mitchell faces two-year drug ban 


DENNIS MITCHELL, the Amer- 
ican sprinter under investiga- 
tion for alleged doping offences, 
has tested positive far excessive 
levels of testosterone in his 
second urine sample, the 
International Amateur Athletic 
Federation confirmed in Bu- 
dapest yesterday. 

The original, or A sample, ex- 
ceeded the limit for the male 
hormone following an out-of- 
competition test on l April in 
Gainesville, Florida. An 1AAF 
spokesman, Giorgio Reineri, 
said that the B sample, taken 
from the same urine and ex- 
amined at a laboratory in Mon- 
treal was also over the limit 

Mitchell the 1992 Olympic 


bronze medallist at 100 me- 
tres, will be banned for two 
years unless he wins an appeal 
before the three-member Dop- 
ing Heard Board of USA Track 
and Field 

Mitchell, twice a bronze 
medallist at the World Cham- 
pionships and a member of the 
two US teams that share the 
world record in the 400m relay, 
is also president of USATF's 
Athletes Advisory Committee, 
the athletes' voice in the 
national governing body. The 
committee has taken a hard 
stance against doping. 

Australian Olympic officials 
were facing the embarrass- 
ment of a drugs scandal yes- 


terday just 24 hours before 
they confront International 
Olympic chiefs to push for the 
introduction of tough new laws 
on doping. 

The Australian Olympic 
Committee confirmed news- 
paper reports that an Aus- 
tralian athlete had tested 
positive for a banned sub- 
stance, but would not name the 
competitor nor the sport 

The news came just as 
Kevan Gosper the Australian 
delegate to the International 
Olympic Committee, was 
preparing to present to the 
IOC’s executive board in

would think he was the finished ar- 
ticle. 

The fact that Owen still has 
things to learn, especially in link-up 
play and knowing how to get the 
most from exceptional pace and 
awareness, makes his future all the 
more exciting. 


Trouble is that people are in- 
dined to think Owen man of the 
match simply from watching him in 
the warm-up. Liverpool’s joint-

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European Athletics Championship: Britain’s 400 metres trio advance despite misjudgement of Solomon 


Wariso able 
to survive 
his stupidity 


BY MIKE ROWBOTTOM 
in Budapest 

SOLOMON WARISO went to the 
edge of the precipice, looted 
over, and stepped back a gain 
here yesterday. 

The man who earned the 
third 400 metres place at these 
European Championships at 
the expense of Roger Black 
came within hundredths of a 
second of what would have 
been an Igno minious exit after 
he slowed too soon in his open- 
ing heat and failed to gam one 
of the three automatic qualify- 
ing places for today’s semi- 
finals, for which Britain's other 
entrants, Mark Richardson and 
Iwan Thomas, qualified com- 
fortably. 

The misjudgement of 
Solomon occurred 50 metres 
from the line as, apparently se- 
cure in third place, he looked 
around him in exaggerated 
fashion and slowed, allowing 
Jan Podebradsky of the Czech 
Republic to pass him. Wariso 
had no time to respond, finish- 
ing fourth in 4627sec to the 
Czech's 46.16. 

There followed 20 minutes in 
Wariso’s life that he will least 
want to remember. Venting his 
frustration by s lamming his 
shoes on to the floor, be settled 
down to watch his fate deter- 
mined fay the three subsequent 
heats, hoping to progress as 
one of the four fastest losers. 

His viewing was interrupted 
by the harshly jesting tones of 
Britain's former promotions of- 
ficer, Andy Norman. “Get up 
Solomon," he said. “You’ve got 
to run again tomorrow. If you're 
lucky Come on, get up. Wei) 
take you outside and shoot 
you." Wariso did get his run, de- 
spite an uncomfortably fast 
final heat in which the fourth- 
placed runner matched his 
time. 

After the controversy of his 
selection for the individual 
event here, following his per- 
formance in the AAA trials, 


where he beat Black to third 
place by 0.03sec in what was his 
first 400 metres appearance in 
an outdoor championship, 
Wariso arrived at this event 
under unusual pressure. It was 
not necessarily fait, but it was 
a feet 

M I thought I would probably 
go through because of my 
time." he said. “But you cant be 
sure of these things. I saw 
some of the guys r unning per- 
sonal bests." In his defence, 
Wariso said that he did not rel- 
ish r unning in the morning 
“I had to get up at six this 
morning, and I don't run well 
early," he said. 

However be is now through. 
And having reduced his per- 
sonal best by more than a sec- 
ond to 44.68 In the AAA final, 
this 3i-year-old is talented 
enough to mate up for his near 
lapse with another impressive 
performance. 

Wariso's fortune was not 
shared by his colleague. Nick 
Buckfield The 26-year-old pole 
vaulterfrom Crawley, whoonfy 
made the trip out here follow- 
ing a last minute fitness test, 
landed badly in the pit during 
the qualifying competition and 
injured his back. 

He was taken to hospital, 
where X-rays showed he had 
sustained no serious damage, 
but he returned, shaken, to the 
British team hotel with severe 
bruising to his hip. 

It was a miserable exit for an 
athlete who had not been able 
to compete since Improving 
his British record to 5.80m in 
Crete on 27 May, due to a knee 
injury which was eventually 
treated by the Swiss doctor; 
Roland Biedert whose clinic 
has previously been used fay 
athletes such as Roger Black 
and Sally GunnelL 
Diane Modahl, seeking to 
reach her first major 800m 
championship final since win- 
ning her appeal against a four-

It was tbe first European, tifle 
of an illustrious career for the 
29-year-old from Binnmgham, 
who has been competing at in- 
ternational level for- 13 years 
and won the gold medal in this 
event at the Atlanta Para- 
lympics of 1996. 

Christine Amon of France 
won the women's 100m title in 
a European record of 10.73sec, 
after overhauling Russia’s 
fast- starting the defending 
champion, Irina Privalova, 
who took the silver in a time of 
10.83.

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RUGBY UNION

BRIAN BAISTER was inching 
his way slowly along rugby’s 
diplomatic tightrope last night, 
acutely aware that one false 
move would reposition that 
rope somewhere in the virini- 
ty of his neck. Tbe chairman of 
the Rugby Fbotball Union's 
management board met with a 
high-powered delegation of 
RngHsh club owners and chief 
executives and bought himself 
some time by agreeing to take 
their demands for the immedi- 
ate establishment of a British 
league back to his colleagues at 
Twickenham. 

The management board 
went into emergency session 
last night, charged with the task 
of finding a way out of the po- 
litical impasse thrpafpning to 
tear the domestic game asun- 
der. The dubs' stance could 
hardly be more black and 
white: either the RFU and, by 
extension, the Welsh and Scot- 
tish Rugby Unions, give their 
blessing to a new cross-border 
tournament for the coming 
campaign, now just 16 days 
away or England’s leading Pre- 
miership sides openly defy the 
authwities by p^inga season- 
long series of friendlies against 
Cardiff and Swansea, the dis- 
sident Wfelsh teams at the cen- 
tre of the latest ructions. 

Baister appeared to soften 
his positionyesterday fay agree- 
ing to last night's meeting; on 
Tuesday evening, he re-em- 


phasised his opposition to the 
early formation of a British 
league, dismissing it as “im- 
practical". The chairman, elect- 
ed last month after a tatter 
scrap with Cliff Brittle, an 
unashamed hardliner; supports 
the principle of an elite cross- 
border tournament but is under 
pressure both from the In- 
ternational Rugjby Board, the 
governing body of the sport 
worldwide, and his more con- 
servative RFU colleagues, who 
believe the chubs are acting out- 
side the spirit and letter of the 
so-called Mayfair Agreement, a 
peace deal signed in May. 

Club sources described last 
night’s meeting as the “cut-off 
point", insisting that no further 
delay would be countenanced. 
But even if the RFU turned full 
circle and agreed to back a 
British league, they would still 
have to seek agreement with 
their fellow unions before seek- 
ing consent from the ERB. 
“Wherever you look in this 
game, people have painted 
themselves into a corner;” said 
one RFU member yesterday. “I 
cannot for the life of me see a 
way out of tins one." 

Unauthorised games be- 
tween English and Wblsh dubs 
would inevitably involve rebel 
referees. Ed Morrison, the 
wt^cTsteafing international of- 
ficial ruled out any possibility 
of his participating In an un- 
sanctioned match, but Hugh 
Banfield, the secretary of the 
Welsh Society of Referees, said 


refs here who have had enough 


of the WRU. The dubs mil 
need people of high calibre for 
such a level of rugby, but I sup- 
pose it comes down to who pays 
the most money." 

Meanwhile, the Australian 
Rugby Union underlined their 
public dissatisfaction with the 
performance of an under- 
strength England team in Bris- 
bane in June fay refusing Clive 
Woodward 1 s ade a second Test 
Down Under next summer. 
England will definitely play the 

Wallabies in Sydney on 26 June, 

but John O’Neill the chief ex- 
ecutive of the ARU, has decreed 
that the only extra match on 
offer is against the Australian 
Barbarians or the country’s 
leading Super 12 state. 

Only tbe Springboks could 
boast a welcome outbreak of 
harmony yesterday. Silas Nka- 
nunu, a lawyer from Fort Eliz- 
abeth, will become the first 
black president of the South 
African Rugby fbotball Union 
next monte, filling tee sub- 
stantial gap Wt by Louis Lqyt's 
forced resignation earlier this
